Doesn't Like to Be Called 4 Traitor. 

This has been the quiet day after the storm. 
Everybody was fatigued this morning and at 
the same time glad the contest was ended. 
Mr. Cockrell is perturbed for various rea- 
sons. He does not like the idea some people 
intimate that his support of Palmer was any- 
thing but patriotic. He is sore at heart for 
the reason that some naughty Republicans 
gathered around him yesterday and sang, 
“Down with the traitor and up with the 
stars. 

Mr. Cockrell said he fought four years for 
the flag and is anything but a traitor. There 
is still a good deal of ugly talk that would not 
look well in print. It may lead to an inquiry 
argl it may not. Time alone will tell. 

' Cockrell and Moore did not received a hearty 

welcome from the Repyblicans in the House 
this morning. The fact is all the Republicans, 
with two or three exceptions, gave them the 
cold shoulder. Some of the Democrats came 
over to Moore and Cockrell and shook hands 
ina reassuring way, but the atmosphere was 
chilly. Moore and Cockrell are to be remem- 
bered handsomely in case a Democratic Presi- 
dent is elected in 1892. Such is believed to be 
the terms of a promise that has been made 
them by the Democratic State Central Com- 
mittee. 

Streeter’s address is not as pronounced as 
was anticipated. He has confined himself to 
a statement of facts, and while he makes no 
direct charges he leaves the general public to 
draw much in an inferential way. Taubeneck 
is heartbroken over the way Moore and Cock- 
rell treated him and deceived him from the 
start. He cried like a child last night over 
the matter and denounced Moore and Cock- 
rell in unmeasured terms for their treachery. 
Taubeneck is unsophisticated in the ways of 
the legislative world and believes every man 
sincere in his motives until the contrary be 


shown. He has his eyes opened now and will . 


know better nexttime. Taubeneck is gen- 
erally respected and has made a great many 
friends. Even the Democrats express admira- 
tion for the course he has pursued. Moore 
and Cockrell will not cut much ofa figure in 
the Legislature after this. 

Palmer for the Presidency. 

It is intimated here Gen. Palmer has ideas 
of obtaining, if he can, the nomination of the 
F. M. B. A. party for the Presidency next 
year. This convention is to be held in March, 
it is said, and Gen. Palmer, if he could obtain 
the nomination, by way of leverage might 
force himself on the Democrats. This is the 
latest bit of gossip concerning his intentions. 
He has received a number of congratulatory 
telegrams today, but the absence of messages 
from many of the party leaders is noticeable, 
and is being commented on. 

The split between Stréeter and Taubeneck 
and Moore and Cockrell is believed to be the 
death of the F. M. B. A. party in Lilinois. 
Streeter will follow these men from one end 
of the State to the other denouncing the meth- 
ods employed to cause his defeat and Palm- 
er’s election. The Democrats do not seem to 
be extraordinarily enthusiastic over the re- 
sult.

er. All bitterness or acrimonious feeling 
among the Republicans over the Streeter epi- 
sode has dropped out of sight and no traces of 
it are discernible at this time. 

Promises of the New Senator. 

Dr. Moore told a gentleman last night that 
Gen. Palmer had, in his interview with him- 
self and Mr. Cockrell, made a good many 
pledges to secure their support, and then he 
proceeded to rattle off a few promises which 
up to this time have not appeared in the 
newspapers.

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POOR CHANCE FOR A CITIZENS’ TICKET. 
For a Citizens’ ticket for Mayor and other 


a year ago last fall it was possible to elect six 
non-partisan Sanitary (District Trustees. Be- 
cause there was such a feeling in 1871 it was 
possible to elect the Fire-Proof ticket. Be- 
cause of such a sentiment Hoyne was elected 
Mayor in 1876 and Roche in 1887. 

There is nothing at this time to indicate 
that any large and influential body of voters 
of both parties and all nationalities and creeds 
are anxious to elect a Mayor on local issues of 
municipal good government, and to ignore 
National politics. There is not the shghtest 
sign of such a feeling on the part of any con- 
siderable number of the Democrats, without 
some cooperation on whose part a Citizens’ 
movement must be necessarily a failure. On 
the contrary, they are more anxious than 
ever to make the coming election a purely 
party fight regardless of city interests, The 
election of Palmer—and the winning ofa 
United States Senator after thirty years’ 
wandering in the wilderness—have filled the 
Democratic ward leaders with enthusiasm 
and a determination to make the local elec- 
tion a matter of National politics. There is 
hardly a member of their organization who is 
not bubbling over with that foolish idea. 

For a Citizens’ ticket to have a fighting 
chauce it should have pledged to it the sup- 
port of at least a thousand influential Demo- 
crates, naturalized as well as native, But where 
are they? How many dozens even have 
agreed to back a non-partisan movement? It 
is well to talk about Gideon's band over- 
throwing a great multitude, but elections are 
not carried, in the North at least, with sword 
and spear, but with the ballot—one man, one 
vote—anhd in such a contest Gideon’s band 
gets snowed under. 

There is nothing practical about running a 
Citizens’ ticket at this time, as matters now 
appear, and it is difficult for a man of this 
world to see what good can be accomplished 
by it. It looks much like throwing away 
votes which perhaps can be better used. Mr, 
Elmer Washburn is an excellent man. He 
has administrative abilities of a high order. 
He showed that while Superintendent of Po- 
lice and while managing the municipal affairs 
of the Town of Lake. But he cannot be 
elected against the almost solid Democratic 
vote, helped by thousands of Republicans who 
will not support him on a Citizens’ ticket. 
The majority against him would, in all prob- 
ability, be so overwhelming that the outside 
world looking at the returns would think he 


was the most unpopular man in the city. 


WHAT “MEETING HALF-WAY” MEANS. 
A dispatch of the 10th inst. from Ottawa, 


the Capital of Canada, speaking of the result 


pf the recent election, had this significant 


statement: 


Joh#Thompson, Minister of Justice, who took 
part in the fishery negotiations in 1888, will short- 
ly visit Washington for the purpose of making 
overtures for arranging a reciprocity treaty. 
Moderate Conservative newspapers, that 
a treaty on the basis suggested in Sir John's elec- 
tion manifesto cannot be negotiated, favor a 
broad treaty,. embracing in its scope various 
manufactured articles. The feeling is shared in 
by thousands of Government supporters, who, 
having won victory at the polls, now think that 
the party can be saved if the two Canadian states- 
men, acting as her Majesty’s Envoys, will meet 
the American Government half-way. 

It all turns on what the Tories now mean by 
“half-way.” Discussing this subject yester- 
day Tuas Tamron remarked: 

Improved trade relations with Canada cannot 
be settled on the one-sided plan that the Tories 
have been suggesting. Mr. Blaine’s letter settles 
that beyond all question. Therecan be no reci- 
procity except in absolute free trade in the natur- 
al and manufactured products of the two coun- 
tries. Any proposition that falls short of this wil! 
fall to the ground. Ifthe Tories are not ready to 
meet this country exactly half-way they might as 
well save themselves the trouble of sending a 
commission to Washington. 


Perhaps it may be well to explain what is 
meant by the expression, meeting this coun- 
try exactly half-way.” 

During the recent political contest in Canada 
the Tories with one voice declared that un- 
restricted reciprocity was going half-way to 
angexation, and that if that half-way was 
traversed the other half of the distance, into 
the American Union was inevitable and couid 


not be prevented. They denounced every com- 


niercial unionist as a half-way annexationist, 
and therefore a traitor to the British flag. They 
declared themselves ready to accept the favor 
of free admiasion of Canadian farm products 


| into the United States, but would insist on 


maintaining their high protection tariff on 
American manufactures seeking Canadian 
markets. This was fair trade and reciprocity 
with a vengeance! Thesuper sharp Canadian 
statesmen succeeded in making just such a jug- 
handled treaty in 1853 with the Democrats who 
then had control ot our Government. It was 
during Pierce’s Administration. That one- 
sided treaty lasted from 1854 until 1866, 
when it expired by limitation, and, of course, 
was not renewed by the Kepublicans. But they 
only imposed a very light duty, averaging about 
15 per cent, on Canadian natural products, 
while the Tory Government of Canada has re- 
ciprocated by imposing duties of 80 to 40 per 
cent on our manufactures. 

_ The McKinley tariff corrected this glaring 


| inequality by raising the duties to an average 


The court held also that the Chicago River 
and all ita branches were navigable waters 
under the control of Congress whenever it 
chose to exercise. it. It said: When the 
city’s power is exercised so as to unnecessar- 
ily obstruct the navigation of the river or its 
branches Congress may interfere to remove 
the obstruction.” As yetit has adopted no 
legislation regarding navigable streams wholly 
within a State, but it can whenever it pleases. 

Therefore, if the city finishes the Canal 


street bridge in the manner proposed by 


Mayor Cregier, and thereby obstructs naviga- 
tion unnecessarily, as Capt. Marshall says will 
be the case, the representatives of the entire 
commerce of the lakes will petition the next 
Congress to pass a bill ordering the city to re- 
move that obstructive pier. It will have to 
obey and will be out what it cost to build the 
bridge and what it will cost to remove it. 
Mayor Cregier has no business to put the city 
to that unnecessary expense and to the hu- 
miliation of being ordered by Congress to 
abate a nuisance. And besides, he has no 
business to damage the lake commerce of the 
city by placing such an obstruction in the way 
of the free and safe ingress and egress of the 
shipping of the port. 


APOSTLES OF CONFISCATION. 

The Honorables Peffer and Simpson of 
Kansas, and the equally Honorable Kyle of 
North Dakota, have been chosen as an apos- 
tolic trinity to spread in the Eastern States 
the good news of what the Farmers’ Alliance 
intends todo for the people of the United 
States. The gentlemen are to travel and 
lecture, educating their audiences up to the 
point of appreciating the beauties of a stump- 
tail silver dollar, the glories of a fiat cur- 
rency, and the supreme beatitude of a per- 
manent jubilee in which there shall be no pay- 
ment of past indebtedness, no borrowing, no 
lending, no poor crops for want of rain, and 
no low markets for want of a foreign market 
as no surplus will be raised in this country. 

The new gospel of civilization which these 
apostles are going to preach isacurious affair. 
They can hardly be expected to admit that it 
is absurd and impracticable, but surely they 
ought to be able to see for themselves that its 
leading doctrines are inconsistent with each 
other and in the highest degree contradictory. 
They profess to want cheap money with which 
they can buy cheap transportation of their 
produce to the seaboard, while that same 
cheap money will enable them to realize high- 
er nominal prices for the stuff. They havea 
glimmer of the truth that plenty of thedebased 
circulating medium desired by them would 
mean higher quotations in the markets, but 
do not appear to be able to perceive that the 
transportation service would also have to be 
paid with by alarger numberof the depre- 
ciated dollars, and that its purchasing power 
would decrease in the same ratio of ita de- 
basement. 

They do not avoid this difficulty by the 
proposition that the Government shall own 
and run the railroads. Admitting that the 
capital of the present lines is one-third water, 
which the Alliance people claim, a new line 
could not be gonstructed by the Government 
for less than the average capitalization per mile, 
as it is notorious that Government jobs cost 
nearly twice as much as the same work would 
if performed by the employment of private 
capital, Then on such a line the labor of 
transportation must also be performed on the 
plan of big pay and short time, so that it 
would be impossible to carry produce, other 
merchandise, and passengers for less than is 
now charged without paying the difference out 


of the Treasury, where the money must first 


be put by taxing the people. How much 
would be gained by such an arrangement? 

These demagogues have no more sense than 
the child which cried because it could not 
have the cake to play with after having 
eaten it. They want the impossible and can- 
not have itany morethan they can effect a 
removal of the Rocky Mountains by asking 
Congress to pass alaw thatthe backbone of 
the continent shail no longer be allowed to ob- 
struct free communication between the Atlan- 
tic and Pacific slopes. 

THE MEN PALMER FAILED TO THANK. 

Gen. Palmer’s speech to the joint assembly 
immediately after his election bubbled over 
with thanks.

Let us examine the Sun’s tabulation. In 
1877, when the Fourty-fourth Congress closed, 
the population of the country was about 46 
millions. By 1892, when the appropriations 
of the Fifty-first Congress will have run out, 
the population will be over 65 millions. The 
difference of 19 millions, or nearly a third of 
the population, between the two periods was a 
fundamentally necessary cause for a large in- 
crease in appropriations, for it is an axiom 
that increased population brings increased ex- 
penditures. Perhaps the Sun, which boasts of 
shining for all, will realize that simplest of all 
truths. 

1. Coming down to the items.in the Sun’s 
tabulation, the pension appropriation by 
the Forty-fourth Congress for 1876 was 8, 
533,000; by the Fifty-first, for 1891, $135,214,- 
785; an increase of 51086, 681.788. Is not the 
Sun aware that the increase of pension legis- 
lation has been necessitated by the lapse of 
time, that the class of men which was hale 
and robust fourteen years ago is now growing 
infirm and old, and that age is telling upon 
the Union veterans? But all this increased 
legislation was voted for by Northern Demo- 
crates as well as by Republicans, They are just 
as much on the record for the various pension 
bills as the Republicans, and they did not fail 
to let their ex-soldier constituents know that 
they voted for all the bills increasing pension 
expenses. Let them tote fair.“ They must 
not shirk their share in the enormous in- 
creased appropriation made necessary by the 
Demo-Republican legislation for which they 
voted. 

2. The navy appropriation by the second 
session of the Forty-fourth Congress was $13,- 
541,024; by the second session of the Fifty-first 
Congress, $31,541,654; increase, $18,000,630, 
The increase in this case was necessitated by 
the change in conditions. The Forty-fourth 
Congress spent 13 millions in keeping up and 
tinkering old iron tubs and tanks which are 
now obsolete and worth only what they will 
bring for old junk. It was money thrown 
away. The Fifty-first Congress has appro- 
priated 31 millions in building the best mod- 
ern style of a navy, which will be able to de- 
fend the dignity of the country and place it 
in a condition where it can resist the 
attempted aggression of a foreign Power. 
Cleveland and the Democrats of the Fiftieth 
Congress spent vastly more than those of the 
Forty-fourth for naval purposes and bragged 
mightily of what they had done for the new 
navy. 

8. The second session of the Forty- fourth 
Congress appropriated $33,584,143 for the Post- 
Office expenses; the Fifty-first, $77,907,222; 
increase, $44,323,079. In 1877 it cost three 
cents to carry ahalf-ounce letter in the 
mail. In 1892 two cents will carry one 
ounce, The weight is doubled and the 
rate is one-third off. Letter postage is 
now but one-third as wuch by weight 
as in 1876.77. There has been a similar 
enormous reduction on newspaper and third- 
class matter. The effect of the great reduction 
in rates was that the Post-Office, supported be- 
tore dy its revenues, became non-sustaining 
and increased appropriations becume neces- 
sary. There have been greatly lowered post- 
age rates and 20 millions more people to sup- 
ply and double the railway mileage to pay for. 
A multitude of small towns have been 
allowed delivery by carriers and greatly 
increased and the Post-Office 
railroad mail service also has been 
greatly expedited to meet the demand of busi- 
ness, to say nothing of twice the length of 
lines. This is an increase.demanded by the 
people for postal facilities and they enjoy the 
cheapest rates in the world considering the 
continental distances traversed. 

4. The appropriation for deficiencies by 
the second session of the Forty-fourth Con- 
gress was $2,745,480; by the Fifty-first, $38,- 
000,000; increase, $35,254,520, The increase is 
a large one, and why? Simply because 
Democrats of the Fiftieth Congress, in order

RESULTS OF ALLIANCE LEGISLATION IW 


NEBRASEA., 

The farmers of Nebraska have been having 
a hard time of late years, especially those in 
the western or droughty part of the State, and 
they came to the conclusion last fall that if 
they had control of the machinery of the State 
Government they cou d pass some laws which 

get them out of theirtroubles. So they 
cut loose for the time being from the two old 
parties, ran Farmers’ Alliance candidates for 
the Legislature, and were able to secure the 
substantial control of both branches. 

When the Legislature met the various proj- 
ects which it was believed would aid the farm- 
ers in debt were submitted. One of these was 
a stay law—extending the time for foreclosing 
mortgages two years. Another was to cut 
down the rate of interest to 10 per cent and 
to provide penalties for charging a higher rate 
than 10 per cent, Another was to impose a 
tax on all mortgages; that is, levy a tax on 
the. man who had parted with his capital as 
well as to tax the man in whose hands it was— 
double taxation. 

The very moment the stay law was intro- 
fluced everybody who had capital to lend on 
land security in Nebraska withdrew it. 
Eastern companies directed their agents 
to renew no more mortgages on land. 
This fell with terrible -force on the 
drought-affectead regions of the State 
which the stay law was intended to relieve. 
Not a farmer could borrow a cent for love or 
persuasion. Then petitions poured in on the 
Legislature from the Alliance people to drop 
that bill. It did so, but not before great mis- 
chief had been done to the debtor farmers. 

Some idea of the havoc which can be worked 
by legislators ignorant of the elementary prin- 
ciples uf political economy can be gathered 
from the following letter, written by the wife 
of a farmer in Arapahoe, Neb., to her cousin 
in the East asking for help: 

The great drought of 1800 was a terrible blight 
upon the prospects of this State, but not greater 
and of much less duration than what is here 
termed the Farmers’ Alliance or independent party 
movement. Mr. Sexton [her husband] was en- 
abled to visit Omaha and vicinity (was gone two 
weeks) and made earnest efforts on behalf of 
himself and neighbors among moneyed men for 
grain and feed and seed, or for money on any 
security or terms they might name; but all to no 
purpose. Not one dollar can be borrowed by any 
furmer on any terms, This state of affairs has 
been brought about by the attempt of the Alli- 
ance members of our Legislature to pass stringent 
interest, collection, and stay laws. This has 
caused Eastern men to withdraw their money 
from the State, and the banks say they have no 
money and cannot make loans on any terms. The 
question with us and with 60,000 farmers in this 
State is not how we shall live, but how we can 
raise a crop, Oar personal circumstances are 
peculiar. We have pleaty of stock (in ordinary 
times would be valued at more than $1,000) and it 
has wintered well, but we have no grain for feed 
or seed, save some wheat, and stock cannot be 
sold at any price. Farmers here with well-im- 
proved farms and large herds of stock cannot get 
money from any source to the amount of seed and 
feed. [The Aliiance cranks in the Legislature 
have destroyed all credit by waging war against 
capital } 

The stay law was knocked in the head, 
but the blind, ignorant Alliance Legislature 
will no doubt pass laws to tax money lent on 
mortgage security, which always results in 
forcing the borrowers to pay double taxes, and 
the interest Jaws to make lenders take less for 
their money than its market worth always re- 
sults in making the borrower pay a little more 
than he would have to in a free market. The 
sum of it all will be that there will be precious 
little loanable capital left in Nebraska, and 
what there is the farmers will have to pay for 
at excessive rates of interest because of vicious 
legisiation. When a mortgage falis due it will 
not be renewed but will be foreclosed. The 
creditor will realize what he can on his security 
and forever after avoid lending a dollar in the 
State, and no law can be framed Draconian 
enough to force any man to invest capital 
where it is subject to the assaults of Alliance 


cranks.

elements in Michigan have been restless and 
time and again have sought to effect organiza- 
tions that would secure@or them weighty in- 
fluence in the counsels of the great parties;

It is sup- 
posed to be a non-political organization, its 
object bemg rather to buy goods and imple 
ments directly from wholesale dealers and to 
ameliorate the moral, social, and intellectual 
condition of the farmers than to enter into 
State politics. However, as the result 
of numerous local indorsements and nomi- 
nations of Patrons of Industry by the Demo- 
crats, the Legislature has taken a complexion 
that makes it easily the most unique in the 
history of the State. The Democrais have a 
clear working majority in the House of Repre- 
sentatives, but in the Senate three Indepen- 
dent Patrons until afew days ago held the 
balance of power. They were Senators Aaron 
B. Brown of Sheridan, John R. Benson of 
Mount Morris, and John Bastone of Caro— 
farmers who never before had any experience 
in legislative halls, There were in the Senate, 
besides these men, fourteen Republicans and 
fifteen Democrats, ineludmg one Patron who 
did not assume independence then. 

Gov. Winans being a Democratic Patron, 
which insured his signature to party meas- 
ures, the eyes of all the State were fixed upon 
these three Bs to see what they would do, for 
their position assumed notable importance 
this winter because of the Congressional, Sen- 
atorial, and Legislative reapportionments that 
are to be made. They promised to act with 
perfect fairness to both parties, and began the 
good work 4 upon the appointment 
of a Senate 1 Committee com- 
posed of four publicans, four Democrats, 
and themselves, the three independent Patrons, 
The Democrats, who had planned to have this 
committee composed of six Democrats and 
five Republicans, one from each Congressional 
district, were much disappointed, but were 
forced to submit to the Patron dictation, and 
Lieut.-Gov. Strong appointed 4 non-partisan 
committee. 

This dictatorial attitude seemed to make the 
Democrate des at once they set 
about laying plane erthrow the Patron 
triumvirate. ator Park, a wily young De- 
troit lawyer, led the movement and figured 
out a scheme to “steal the Senate, as the 
Republicans are pleased to call it. There 
were two contested election. cases.

Senator Park,-who 
was Chairman of one of the investigating com- 
mittees, agreed with Senator Crocker, the
